Tucks Are Featured 
as Fine Trimming 
of Some Fall Frocks

r ODISTES are showing 


that t h e y appreciate

AS a trimming: treatment for the 
fall frock. Many of our smart- 
est new versions arc without or- 
namentation except for rows of 
tracks, which are as effective as 
they are simple. 


Two versions of the tacked 


frodc are shown above, one in 
fine serge of a toast-brown shade 
mud the other in green-blue kasha. 


The former uses rows of tucks 


•rt neck and sleeves and repeats 
th« tuck treatment on the tunic. 
This tonic is simply an oblong of 
th« material, applied to the frock 
across the back at the waistline 
and ending at either side in front.
